a

service will be held Sunday after­ 
noon at 3:30 o’clock In charge of 
the Venerable A. A. Hughes, rector 
of Prince of Peace Episcopal church 
here. 
Music will be under the di­ 
rection of O. Neville Waters, of Get 
tysburg, assisted by the choir of 
Prince of Peace church here. 
Christ church parish was founded 
in 1753 by the Rev. Thomas Barton. 
Father Barton was a graduate of 
the University of Dublin, Ireland, 
and was ordained a priest of the 
Church of England. 
His work in 
this part of Pennsylvania was sup 
ported financially by the society for 
the Propagation of the Oospel in 
foreign parts. This ancient organi­ 
zation is still functioning, and Is to 
day one of the strongest missionary 
societies in the world. 
Once ('ailed Huntingdon 
In colonial times, York Springs 
was quite an Important place. The 
district was then known as "Hunt- 
ingdon." The rector officiated once 
a month In York, once a month in 
Carlisle, but twice a month In York 
Springs 
When 
Washington 
visited 
the 
Episcopal church In York he found 
the door closed.

In 1780. Father Barton was suc­ 
ceeded by the Rev. William Thomp­ 
son 
He. too. was an Irishman, but 
had been ordained by the Bishop 
of London. 

Thompson 
named Susannah Ross, a daughter

church at New Castle. Delaware, 
and a sister of the patriot. Oeorge 
Ross, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Other Her tors 
Other rectors of the parish were 
the Rev Daniel Batwell, afterwards 
provost of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. and the Rev. John Cam p­ 
bell. who had charge from 1784 to 
1804 
The Rev. Father Campbell 
saw the transition of the parish 
from the Colonial English church to 
the 
American 
Episcopal 
church. 
From 1823 to 1825, the Rev. Charles 
Williams was rector. 
He resigned 
to accept the presidency of Balti­ 
more college 
From 1865 to 1875, 
the Rev John Marsden, M D., was 
rector of the parish. 
Doctor M a l­ 
den practiced medicine as well as 
having the cure of souls. Since 1875 
this ancient parish has been under 
the Jurisdiction of the rector of the 
Church of the Prince of Peace,
